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CHAPTER CXIII. 

An ACT autborizing the President of the United States to open a 
Road through that part of this State lying between Cumberland^ in 
the State of Maryland^ and the Ohio River, 

WHEREAS by an Act of the Congress of the United States, 
passed on the twenty-nmth day of March, one thousand 
eight hundred apd six, entitled « An Act to regulate the laying 
out, and making a road from Cumberland in the state of Mary- 
land, to the state of Ohio," the President of the United States . 
is empowered to lay out a road from the Patomac river to the
